The  Agricultural  Research  Service  is  an  agency  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture.  It  conducts  fundamental  and 
applied  research  in  the  production  and  utilization  of  agri- 
cultural products.  It  also  administers  control  and  regula- 
tory programs  closely  related  to  this  research.  These  pro- 
grams include  enforcement  of  animal  and  plant  quaran- 
tines, inspection  of  meat,  and  control  and  eradication  of 
diseases  and  insect  pests  of  animals  and  plants.  Over 
1  6,000  people  are  employed  by  the  Agricultural  Research 
Service.  About  10  percent  of  them  are  veterinarians;  they 
are  the  largest  professional  group  in  the  organization. 
Most  of  the  employees  are  located  in  field  stations,  ex- 
perimental farms,  and  laboratories  throughout  the  United 
States.

ANIMAL   DISEASE   ERADICATION 

Diversified  programs  in  cooperation  with  States.  These 
programs  include  the  use  of  epidemiological  techniques 
such  as  studies  of  the  nature  of  diseases,  of  factors  re- 
sponsible for  their  perpetuation,  and  of  methods  for  com- 
bating diseases.  They  also  include  the  application  of 
comprehensive  procedures  for  the  control  and  eradication 
of  communicable  animal  diseases.  The  activities  are  na- 
tionwide and  are  administered  through  about  55  field 
stations  located  throughout  the  United  States;  about  750 
veterinarians  are  employed. 

MEAT   INSPECTION 

A  program  to  assure  the  wholesomeness,  freedom  from 
disease,  cleanliness,  and  informative  labeling  of  meat 
and  meat  food  products  prepared  under  Federal  supervi- 
sion. This  program  requires  the  application  of  knowledge 
of  pathology,  pharmacology,  and  bacteriology  to  assure  a 
wholesome  meat  supply.  About  900  veterinarians  are 
required  to  administer  this  program  in  over  700  locations 
throughout  the  United  States. 

ANIMAL   INSPECTION   AND   QUARANTINE 

A  program  to  protect  the  livestock  and  poultry  industries 
from  diseases  of  foreign  origin  and  to  promote  foreign 
trade  by  assuring  that  only  healthy  animals  are  exported. 
It  safeguards  the  health  of  livestock  by  licensing  and  in- 
spection of  veterinary  biologies.  The  work  is  conducted 
at  80  locations  employing  about  80  veterinarians.
